McGill labelled unfair to women

Julius Grey, President of the 
Students' .Sodety, has presented 
a motion to Senate to investigate 
discrimination against women at 
McGill. 

It will be discussed today in a 
Senate committee and brought 
to the Senate floor by next week. 

The motion calls, for a commit- 
tee to be formed, consisting of stu- 
dents and faculty mth and equal 
number of men and women. 

He has asked the committee 
to investigate three' basic areas: 
1) salaries and employment, 2) 
admission into graduate schools 
and 3) extracurricular activities 
and general uniyerdty rul«. . . - 

Concerning- salaries,' Grey sta-^ 
ted that all women vàio are em- 



ployed at McGill; vàether ar fa- 
culty or as cleaning staff, are 
paid a lower wage than men 
employed in the same position. 
Cleaning staff are paid according 
to the standard' wage, wMch is 
lower' than the standard wage for 
men.

"The Uidyendty should hàye iân 
idéal of equality and should re: ' 
fleet it in its own practices ins- 
tead of following an unjust trend 
of the outside sodety," claimed 
Grey,; 

"The higher you go, the grea- 
ter the dis<irimination. Do they 
consider women, regardless of 
their qualiOcations, for top ad- 
ministrative portions sudi - as 
Vice-Preddent of the University? 



How about Deans and heads of 
departments?" 

He went on to say, "I liave been 
led to believe that there is a cer- 
tain degree of discrimination in 
admision . to profesdonal facul- 
ties such as medidne or law, 
although this dtuation is said to 
havehnprovcd." 

CoDoerning general utnversi- 
ty riiks, be stated that there are 
certajn^^rertridions on women; 
vriiiâî laweVestiges of paternalism 
and forcé' women to be more resr 
tricted than men on campus. ' 

"I believe," said Grey, "that 
the changes in the position of wo- 
men in sodety now will be just 
as radical as thOM;of-.tbe>uffra- 
gettes.. The univéài^lmust take 
the Ont step.". 



Faculty, moved a motion, passed 
by a substantial majority, that 
"Student inembers be appointed 
to every committee of Faculty 
and Faculty Coundl'Cthe executive 
body), in the ratio of one student 
for every two members of staff ." 

Students will not enter the Fac- 
ulty govenmient until the Arts 
and Science Uridergraduate Sod- 
ety . itself approves this motion 
and other reconunendations of the , 
Joint Working Group, a body coiK^ 
vened last winter to study tire" 
operation of the Faculty. 

ASUS Executive last week an- 
nounced a poll Oct 29. to guage 
student opinion on participation 
hi Faculty government. 

In another motion passed yes- 
terday by the 45 faculty profes- 
sors present, ASUS was granted 
control of the process of selec- 
tion of students to the Faculty, 
providing the candicbtes^ue, stu- 
dents "in good stiiwltag.*'?^?' 

The other* recommendations of 
the Joint Working Group, ^ch 
consisted of an equal number of 
staff and students, were passed 
by the Faculty several weeksago. 




Martin praises debate

The Honourable Paul Martin, 
Leader of the Government in the 
Senate, called for the use of 
debate and consensus in solving 
the important issues presented to 
the Canadian Parliament, at his 
address to the Canadian Club of 
Montreal, yesterday. 

In denoundng' criticism that 
Parliament is irresponsible and 
meaningless, the senator upheld 
the "vital and solid" institutibn, 
calling for an expânision of the 
rok: of the Senate' by tlie increas-'. 
ing UK.of Serate COnini^ . 

"Reviews"'bf govâiunènt policy 
by Senate Committees are all 
the more effective because of- the 
relative non-partisan nature of the 
Senate," he dafaned. ' 

"The Upper House is a useful 



complenient of the Lower, when it'-' 
takes up debate and discussion of 
those generalized topics so of- 
ten pre-empted in the House of 
Commons, because of the increas- 
ing load of legislation," Mr. Mar-'-' - 
tin added. "The expansion of the 
role of the Senate by examining in 
public hearings several govern- 
ment documents, a.s well as leg-, 
islation is to be encouraged." 

"If we are going to have a truly 
democratic sodety, we must 
have partidpation of the media," 
be admitted. "But it is the re- 
-spo^l)ility of the representatives 
to talœ i>art in delnte." ^ 

"There shouW be no limitation 
of the role of TV, but it.niust 
not usurp the role of debate of 
the senate," he emphasized. 

By , emphasizing , the noninrti- 



san nature of the Senate, Mr. 
Martin demonstrated the "in- 
creasingly valuable form of Sen- 
ate Conunittee hearings for the 
aiiin g^otA problems, the resolu- 
tij^il^^.and the formula- 
ti(^%f|nMornmendations for. the : 
govenmient, not to mention thé 
education of the public." 

He called for the expansion of 
the partidpation of the Senate, 
rather than change of its nature 
or role. "By tapping the unrealiz- 
ed .potential in the Senate; the 
discussion of general topics, such 
as NATO, development pro- 
grammes in Africa, Asia, the 
Caribbean, the non-proliferation 
treaty, could be achieved without 
sacriQdi^ the legislative role of 
the House of Conmions," he con- 
dud«l. • _ : " '

Gill Faculty Urdon has nevtf ask- 
ed that we speâficaUy be re- 
bjvesoited on the conunittee, but . 
^we^iiave asked that faculty in 
• general be represented". . 

Professor Soderstrom said 
that the MFU is concerned main- 
ly that Faculty members be elect- 
ed, and that they be full-time 
teachers or researchers. 

Student reaction was more 
guarded. David Young, Internal 
Vice-President of. the Students* 
Sodety, commented, "I think 
the three groups on campus who 
hisUgated the reassessment of 
the rorninitteê were soeived. 

"Ibe BooRl^orGiwèniors re- 
fused to recognize^ the hnportant 
arguments of the MFU. MAUT 
and students' ' , Young diarged. 
."'They . should- have , consulted 
with the Uvee groups bistead.ol 
paternally deciding >how many 
representatives each group should 
have" he added. 

Young .also noted tliat propor- 
tionately, Uie representation of 
Uie student body has not hicreased.

They feel that students who are 
not. involved in life outside the 
univend^^ campus would be in- 
sensitive to the needs of the coun- 
try. 

"Attachment to purely intel- 
lectual or aesthetic pursuits would 
not alleviate national misery," 
reported Dr. Mazrui. If students 
renùin divorced from mass and 
tribal links, "an unhealthy class 
structure could be consolidated," 
he explained. - 

East African leaders distin- 
guish between elites of leisure 
and élites of labour. Ihe tint 
minimizes social conunitment, 
while the second finds it neces- 
sary to justify élite status. The 
first argues that it is an elite 
because it is educated, the .sec- 
ond claims élite status because 
it provides leadership and hard 
work. 

The African educational sys- 
tem promotes the existence of 
elites of leisure. "There is an in- 
fatuation with education and it 
is highly prestigious", said Dr. 
Mazrui. 

The educational syllabus also 
promotes élites of leisure. . Train- 
ing, in the humanities, . such as 
literature, history' and worid 
affairs, "produces gentlemen" 
said Dr. Mazrui. "This does not 
train them to work in the post- 
office."

They said it couldn't be done. After tiie Jean and Lucien Show 
and the Senate Show, it appeared that the ostrich-Iike-perfonnance- 
of-the-year award had ab-eady.been handed out. . 

But after yesterday's Board of Governors meeting, it might have 
to be recalled. 

First, there was the issue of the new Principal. After Senate had 
refused to discuss the underlying issues in the disputé over who 
will sit on the selection committee, one couldn't really have ex- 
pected the Board of Governors to. They didn't let us down; ;^ 

They breezed through the discussion without facing the fundamen- 
tal criticisms levelled by the student proposal, in whidi'tlie Gov- 
ernors were not included in the selection committee. In effect the 
students were raising the question of the' legitimacy of l^e, Board 
and its justification for existence. This was the same qii^tïon so 
deftly ignored by Senate last week. 

The Governors followed the radical Senate line of moving from 
.position one, that the Governors have more claim to choosing a 
Principal than students, to position two,' that both have an equal 
claim. 

Of course, they never faced position three, that the Governors 
have no claim at all. They take themselves very seriously^and re- 
i«« 'fuse to face the issue of their own relevance. Pertiaps th^ltfiought 
tdSS îoîh'ê l^^c^mS^^i^^ if they really did they might go the way of the Women's Union. 

. Postscript: When the request by Radio McGill for money to es- 
tablish a community radio station was brought upy^.jg c& j^incipal 
Stanley Frost spoke against the appropriation. He]qu^oned how 
much control the Board would have over the editorial policy of the 
station: "We know how difficult it is to control those meûi^ we al- 
ready have." . . 
Like the McGill Reporter, Dr, Ftost? ' "

. Recent events have, dramaticaily 
shown the basic contradiction bet- 
ween India's foreign and domestic po- 
licies. The Indian withdrawal of am- 
bassadors from Morocco and Jordan 
illustrate the tensions between Jndla's 
secular image at home and hèràtâmpts 
to manipulate Muslim support abroad. . 

The leaders of the Indian republic 
jve|alw9ys stressed the secular na- 
^rci of India, in contradistinction to 
the theological and, therefore reaction- 
ary, state of Pakistan. India promised 
equal treatment for all its minorities, 
and freedom of religion for all Its ci-, 
tizens. India has often attacked the non- 
j^secular basis of its. arch-enemy, Pa- 
^klstan, claiming that Pakistan was an 
anachronism in .the twentieth centu- 
ry. 

Yet India's foreign policy has not 
always reflected this secular orienta- 
tion. In a conscious attempt to gain di- 
phimatic support In its struggle with 
Pakistan, * India has often allied her- 
self with4slamlc nations. She has also 
-attempted to assuage the Insecurity 
^of her domestic Muslim population by 
:v.h^'su|>|iiort^.,lBlamic nations. For ex- 
' fample^althoui^ she recognized the sta- 
' te of Israel Ih'1948,:she refused. to ex- 
change- ambassadors ^viiith ' Israel be- 
cause she did not wish to alienate the 
Arab nations. 

This manipulation of foreign po- 
Wei has failed both at home and abroad, 
as the last few weeks have demons- 
trated. Communal riots have broken out 
again in India and the last few weeks 
have witnessed the killing of several 
hundreds in religious strife. Indian 
secularisnii has not taken root after 
twenty years of statehood. 

Abroad, India suffered, a stunning 



Islamic nations: Pakistan threatened the 
host country, Morocco, with a walkK>ut 
from the conference if India was admit- 
ted as a representative of Muslims. Jor- 
dan, in support, of thé Pakistani posi- 
tion, argued^vodferouslyifsrimt.the 
admissloo^of lndiâ^tîill'lM!t8^ 
call - of Indian ambassadors from Mo- 
rocco and Jordan. 

This obvious manipulation of Mus- 
lim support at home has riot won friends 
^forilndilTabroad; nor has it succeeded 
in 'sblvirigi_ the deep rellgiousj cleava- 
ges in Indian society. If Indian seciiiar- 
ism is to have any real meaning, her 
foreign policy must cease its obvious 
attempt to sdve problems at home by 
token gestures abroad.

It will also diminish what- 
ever impact the New Democrats might have 
had provinclally. And, with a iitUe bit of 

' luck, we may all benefit from a P.Q. — N. 
D.P. debate on the best way of Introducing 
economic realism and socialism Into our 
lives. 

With the New DemocraU likely to offer no 
guarantee of preserving Québécois culture, 
they should end up In an if-you<an't-fight- 
. It-Join-it position vis-i-vis the P.Q.
